Whit- | 
man on Jan. , at which time Mr. Kennedy 
signed a waiver of immunity. Later Mr.“ 
Whitman gave out a statement to the ef; 
fect that Mr. Kennedy had ignored an in- 
vitation from him to appear before the grand 
jury, so the state treasurer was subpoenaed.

Mr. Kennedy promptly denied he was 
guilty of favoritism. 

Previous to becoming state treasurer Mr. 
Kennedy was the vice president of 
the United States Fidelity and Guarantee 

company in Buffalo. He and hia son also 
were in the insurance business as John J. 
Kennedy & Co. 

In the bonding business he represented the 
same company that is represented in New 
York City by Charles F. Murphy Jr., nephew 
of the Tammany leader, and in Syracusé by 
George H. McGuire.

New York, Feb. 15.—With the purpose of 
correcting the loan shark evil throughout 
the country by making it possible for de- 
serving persons of small means to borrow 
money at reasonable rates and without col- 
lateral, there will be incorporated at Rich- 
mond, Va., tomorrow a company known as 
the Industrial Finance corporation. 

To accomplish its end the new company, 
which is incorporated under authority of the 
Virginia state corporation commission, with 
a capital of $6,000,000, will facilitate and as- 
sist financially the organization throughout 
the country of local institutions which will 
afford industrious and needy wage earners 
and all other small borrowers the oppor- 
tunity for borrowing small sums of money on 
just and fair terms and at the same time 
promote saving among its patrons. 


Objects of Company Given. 

As formally expressed in the charter, the 
object of the company is to encourage and 
assist in the organization of local institutions 
in every city of sufficient size throughout the 
country that will: 

“ First—Provide for the worthy wage 
earner and other small borrowers, where the 
need of the loan is apparent, opportunity 
for borrowing small sums of money without 
the necessity of submitting to the extortion 
of money lenders, but at rates which are 


remunerative to capital; to enable the small 
borrower to secure such moneys largely upon 
the faith of indorsements and guarantees 
and without requirement of a pledge of chat- 
tels as collateral security for repayment; and 
* Second—To provide opportunity for the 
systematic investment of small savings, 
bearing a higher rate of interest than is now 
feasible, and affording a basis for the secur- 
ing of credit and thus to encourage thrift.“ 


Gets Rights to “Morris Plan.” 
According to the formal announcement 
made today, the corporation has acquired 
all the assets of the Fidelity Corporation of 
America, which heretofo:e has had the sole 
right to the Morris plan of industrial 
savings and loans, every expression and 
every form of which is covered by copy- 
rights. The plan was originated by Arthur 
J. Morris and his law firm, Messrs. Mo:ris, 
Garnett & Cotton of Norfolk, Va. The first 
institution to operate under the plan was 
launched about four years ago at Norfolk. 
The man who needs money, but lacks such 
collateral as is required by existing financial 
institutions. hitherto has been forced to seek 
loans from either the pawnb:oker or the 
chattel mortgage man. These lenders are of 
two classes, the beneficent and the rapa- 
cious, the latter class being generally known 
as loan sharks. 

The project is not a charity, and the pa- 
trons of the local institutions in no sense 
will be objects of charity. 


Leading Men Aid Movement. 
In every instance where local companies 
ve been organized to operate the plan, to 
quote further from the announcement, “ men 
of distinction in their several walks of life 
in the respective communities invariably 
have become the directors and deeply in- 
terested in the work of the company.” 

The fundamental principles of the Morris 
plan not onty have stood the test of ex- 
perience in this country, but the experience 
of European countries is further confirma- 
tion of its value, according to the statement 
given out today. It is an adaptation of the 
principles of the Schulze-Delitssch indus- 
trial banks that revolutionized the financial 
and sociological conditions in Germany and 
Austria over fifty years ago, and of the 
Luzatti modification .of this. plan that has 
been in successful operation in Italy for haif 
a century. The adaptation has been scien- 
tifically fitted to American conditions and 
laws, based upon the principles to be found 
in the experience of American banking. 
When the plan was presented in Chicago. 
to Julius Rosenwald, president of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., he promptly gave it his appfoval 
and support and became a director of the 
corporation in order to take an active inter- 
est in its affairs.

Justice Carter Speaks at Lin- 
coln-Douglass Celebra- 
tion at Church. 


CONDEMNS PREJUDICES. 


*“‘White Man Must Give Colored 
Man Equal Chances,”’ 
He Asserts. 


That no race has made such an advance- 
ment in fifty years’ time as the negroes of 
the United States was the statement yes- 
terday of Justice Orrin N. Carter of the LIli- 
nois Supreme court. , 

Justice Carter spoke before more than 800 
negroes at Quinn chapel, East Twenty-fourth 
Street and South Wabash avenue. The oc- 
casion was a celebration commemorating the 
lives of Abraham Lincoln and Frederick 
Douglass. 

Points to Solution. 

“ The solution of your problems will come 
from the great mass of common people,” 
Justice Carter said. From such stock did 
Lincoln and Douglass come. The day is 
nearing when religious and racial bigotries 
and prejudices will be cast aside. 

“Do not imagine that the derisive term 
‘nigger’ bespeaks the only bigotry and 
prejudice in this country. How about such 
terms as ‘Dago,’ ‘Sheeny,’ ‘Chink,’ and 
* Greaser *? 

“The white man must make the chances 
for the colored man equal with his own. Then 
let the colored man go ahead and do the 
rest. Tour people own 700,000,000 in prop- 
erty in the United States. The time is com- 
ing when your moral and intellectual free- 
dom will be secured. 


. Speaks of Lyman Trumbull. 

Jenkin Lloyd Jones in All Souls’ church 
apoke of “ Lyman Trumbull, the Friend of 
Lincoln Who Carried Out His Work.” He 
eaid: 

The thirteenth, fourteenth, and. fifteenth 
amendments, together with the civil rights 
bill, were necessary before the shackles 
were permanently broken from off the limbs 
of human beings in the United States. But 
unshackled limbs did not make freemen. 
The dignity of the human soul implies a 
freedom to act, to assume responsibility, to 
discharge: obligations, and in a democratic 

State the right of suffrage. All this, plus 
the emancipation proclamation, owed a large 
part of its initiative and still larger part of 
promotional vigilance to Lyman Trumbull, 
Lincoln's faithful colleague from Illinois.” 


“Sowed No Wild Oats.” . 

Dr. Duncan C. Milner gave an illustrated 
address at the South Side Sunday Night club 
in the Methodist church, South Park and 
Bast Thirty-third boulevards. 

Abraham Lincoln,” Dr. Milner said, “ fs 
one of the greatest figures in the world and 
the greatest in the United States, at least 
during the nineteenth century. 

Dr. Frederick W. Miller at the Universal- 
ist church, Kimbark avenue, near Siaty- 
fourth street, said, in part: 

“Washington and Lincoln illustrate the 

„Freat truth that in this republic true man- 
hood is supreme and that it may be attained 
by rich and poor alike.’’

Must Persuade 12 Democrats. 


It is apparent that the president, if he is 
to secure the adoption of his proposal, must 
use the power of his office to force the action 
he advocates.

. One Victim’s Condition Grave. 

Favish, who was shot in the mouth and 
foot, was reported yesterday to be in a seri- 
ous condition at the Presbyterian hospital. 
Breverman was able to leave the institution. 

The shooting on Saturday was the result of 
a riotous meeting of Local 381 at 500 South 
State street last Wednesday. More than a 
dosen shots were fired. Mader's position of 
assistant business agent had been abolished 
on motion of Walter Fitzgerald, financial 
secretary, and an automobile used by Mader 
was ordered sold. The police say Mader 
threatened revenge. 


Capture Is Sensational. 

The capture of Mader was sensational. 
Fiannigan told Capt. Storen that Mader lived 
at 21 North Lincoln street. 

At 11 o'clock Saturday night six detectives 
stepped in front of the building. Mader 
threw open an upper window, thrust out two 
magazine pistols, and shouted that he would 
not be taken without a warrant and would 
shoot the first man who entered.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Commissioner 
General Caminetti of the bureau of {mmi- 
gration in his first annual report, submitted 
today to Secretary Wilson, madde io reference 
to the general question of Asiatic immigra- 
tion other than a comment on aliens em- 
ployed on vessels and in regard to the 
danger of Chinese and other Aslatles getting 
in unlawfully by serving as seamen and de- 
serting. 

Regarding Japanese immigration, he ex- 
presses doubt as to whether the photo- 
graph brides, after having gone through 


a marriage ceremony by proxy, recognized. 


as legal in Japan, are really entitled to ad- 
mission. 


‘Thinks Marriages Not Binding. 
He says he does not oelieve any such 


_marriage is binding upon the United States 


in the administration of the immigration 
laws, and also that there is no treaty with 
Japan or other arrangement whatsoever 
that provides for the recognition by the 
United States of the so-called marriage of 
a woman in Japan with a man who may be 
in the United States at the alleged date of 
the same.“ 

He says there seems to be need of repeti- 
tm and emphasis of the statement in the 
former commissioner general's report, which 
declared that the practice of admitting such 
women necessarily must result in coneti- 
tuting a large native borr Japane je popula- 
tion—persons who, because of their birth on 
American soil, will be regarded as American 
citizens, although their parents (annot be 
naturalized.”’ 

Big Gain in Immigration. 

The report shows that 1,197,892 aliens were 
admitted last year, more than the total for 
the preceding year by 359,720.

Tetrazzini and Ruffo 
Make Box Office Record.

HE music lovers of Chicago paid 311. 

632.50 to hen! Mme. Luisa Tetrazzini and 

Titta Ruffo in concert yesterday after- 

noon in the Auditorium, which, according 

to New York and Chicago managers, is 
more money than ever was taken in at a con- 
cert in America. Grand opera prices were 
asked, wet every seat was occupied and extra 
chairs in the orchestra pit and on the stage to 
the mumber of 800 did not sufficiently increase 
the capacity of the theater to satisfy the de- 
mands of the public. Many people were turned 
away. 

It has been sald of Americans by visiting 
artists who are less cordially welcomed when 
they return than when they first have appeared 
that we patronize music chiefly out of curiosity 
to hear this or that famous singer or instru- 
mentalist and that a single hearing usually 
satisfies the average concertgoer. Since Mr. 
Ruffo has made éleven appearances with the 
opera this season and Mme. Tetrazzini has been 
heard as often in seasons immediately past it 
is evident that this reproach does not apply to 
Chicago. 

— 


It was Mme. Tetrazzini’s good Sorthns te 


add to her laurels in yesterday's concert. Her 


voice showed a surprising gain in warmth, full- 
ness, and volume. When she first was heard 
here five or six years ago she dazzled her list- 
eners by the marvelous brilliancy and facility 
of her vocal technic. But the quality of the 
voice then was hard, metallic, and painfully 
penetrating, like the tone of a high trumpet. 
Without sacrificing any part of the remark- 
able range or impairing the impeccable pre- 
cision of her technic, Mme. Tetrazgzini has 
learned how to increase the volume of her 
voice and has added wonderfully to its capac- 
ity for expressive variety. 

Her contributions to the program included 
the most famous numbers of a small and fa- 


miliar repertory—“ Caro nome from “ Rigo- 
letto,”” the mad scene from Hamlet,“ and 
“Couplets de Mysoli™ from La Perle du 
Brazil.” Each was perfectly done. Of the 


many encores given, The Last Rose of Sum- 
mer,“ sung in faultless English and with gen- 
uine simplicity and beauty of feeling, was the 
most important. 

— 


Mr. Ruffo has less of the “grand manner” 
in concert than any famous singer now before 
the public. His bow as he walks across the 
Stage suggests a step from the long and varied 
repertory of the tango; he keeps his hands in 
his pockets, when he wants to, and generally 
behaves as if he were rehearsing in the privacy 
of his room. Of course these mannerisms have 
nothing to do with his song. But there is 
nothing that may be added to the praise which 
already has been written of his delivery of the 
“Largo al factotum,” and though he made us 
acquainted with. selections from Verdi's Don 
Carlos and Méyerbeer’s “ Dinorah,” there was 
revealed nothing new in an art already recog- 
nized as perfect within its limitations. 

If there can be varying degrees of perfec- 
tion—as many English writers believe—then 
the trying and intimate environment of a con- 
cert stage packed with listeners served only to 
display to better advantage the inspiring 
beauty of phrasing and the eloquent precision 
of diction which, plus the incomparable qual- 
ity of his voice, are the salient factors in his 
remarkable art. One of Mr. Ruffo’s encores 
Was a song by his brother, Ettore Ruffo. The 
composer appeared to provide the accompani- 
ment, and did it so badly that even Mr, Ruffo 
could make little out of the song.

The W. K. Jahn company, Chicago—Con- 
sented to a judgment of condemnation and 
forfeiture of two barrels of gelatin contain- 
ing arsenic, which made it injurious to 
health.“ but was allowed to retain product 
under $500 bond. 

The Upjohn company, Kalamazoo, Mich.— 
Consented to judgment of condemnation and 
forfeiture of shipment of adulterated mints, 
but was allowed to retain product under $750 
bond. 

The department also seized a-shipment of 
twenty-two cases of West Baden Springs 
mineral water because the labels on the bot- 


tles conveyed the impression that it was 


natural mineral water, whereas’ à large 
quantity ot salts had been added to the 
water.” No claimant to the shipment ap- 
peared, so the product was destroyed.

“He had the intensity, the emotion, Audsx- 
ment, knowledge, the enthusiasm, and the cour- 
age that make a man the master of a great 
audience, and a successful general on the field 
of battle,” he said. 

“ As an orator in Ireland he was second only 
to O'Connell. Ak a soldier of the Irish race in 
the American service he was second only to 
Phil Sheridan.” 

Meagher was born in Waterford, Ireland, 
August 3, 1823, and was educated by the Jesuits 
at Clongowes Wood, Ireland, and Stonyhurst, 
England. He interested himself in . politics, 
and came to the conclusion that Ireland should 
be a republic. He was placed on trial for high 
treason, was tried with Smith O’Brien and Me- 
Manus at Clonmel, in 1848, and was sentenced 
to be hanged, drawn, and quartered.

Tue sentence was later commuted to penal 
servitude, and he was deported to Tasmania, 
In 1852 he escaped to New York, then went on 
an exploration expedition h Central America, 
and later became a citizen of the United States. 
During the civil war he rose to the rank of 
general, distinguished himself at Fair Oaks, 
the Seven Days’ fight, Richmond, Antietam, 
Fredericksburg, and Chancellorsville. He aft- 
erwards commanded 4 military district in Ten- 
nessee, and in 1866 was made territorial sec- 
retary of Montana. ane

Perspiration ig one of the most important 
functions of the human body; it is a health 
giver, perspiration carries from the skin all 
Should a draft of cold air strike 
the body while one is perspiring freely the 
pores close immediately, congestion clogs the 
blood, and disease follows. 

To be healthy blood must flow through the 
blood vessels unceasingly. Let that blood stop 
in any one of the channels and some vital 
organ will be.clogged. The lungs and heart, 


the pumping stations of the blood, become ham- 


pered and distribution is stopped. Warmth is a 
wonderful health giver; when warm the mus- 
cles are limber and elastic, the blood flows 
freely through the body and all of the funo- 
tions are doing their work.

New Uses of By-Products. 


HE story of the utilization of the cotton 
seed is being repeated daily in the ney 
uses that are being found for this or that 
by-product which was formerly consid- 
ered a waste, and perhaps a cumbersome 
one. If pie factories can do a big business in 
peels and cores, the housekeeper can afford to 
look about her to see what she has been wast- 
ing. Manufacturers are doing it all tho time. 
In a recent number of one of the weekly 
papers, which gives attention to such things, 
there are two paragraphs on “Uses for Raisin 
Seeds,” vast quantities of which accumulate in 
California, where the fruit is raised. 
eo 1 


“In the way of utilizing this waste a brandy 
has been made by fermenting the sugary matter 
adhering to the seeds, and a high proof alcohol 
has been distilled after the fermentation,” it 
says, The bureau of plant industry finds that 
four useful products can be obtained—sirup, 
fixed oil, tannin extract, and meal. The sirup 

As easily produced from the sticky seeds. After 
4 and screening the seeds they can be 
ground to produce the fixed oil, which is used 
in paint and soap manufacture. The tannin 
ean be extracted from the meal by boiling it 
in digestion vats. . . .”

The activities of the manufacturers in utiliz- 
ing by-products are keeping our food commis- 
sioners busy, but in many cases great amounts 
of money are being saved because the caring 
for waste is always expensive.
